26  JULY:  The  Eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  The  first  service  of  Holy 
Communion  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Williams.  The  Lay 
Readers  of  Christ  Church,  New  Bern,  Messers:  Charles  T.  Midyette,  Jr., 
J.  Haywood  Jones,  J.  E.  Boswell  and  George  A.  Weller,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Williams,  conducted  services  until  the  Mission  ob- 
tained a  minister. 

23  AUGUST:  The  Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Rt.

The  Diocese  was  to  furnish  a  Priest  for 
an  additional  service  once  a  month  in  the  person  of  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Daniel  W.  Allen.  Services  on  the 
other  Sundays  were  to  be  conducted  by  Lay  Readers. 
8  NOVEMBER:  The  Twenty-Third  Sunday  after  Trinity.  The  first  ser- 
vice conducted  by  the  Priest-in-Charge. 

20  NOVEMBER:  Official  approval  as  a  Missionary  Congregation  was 
received  from  Bishop  Thomas  H.  Wright. 

11  DECEMBER:  Bishop  Wright  appointed  Ernest  T.  Dennis  and  J. 
Temple  Doswell  as  Lay  Readers  of  the  Mission. 

20  DECEMBER:  The  Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent.  The  first  Confirmation 
Class  of  the  Mission  was  presented  to  Bishop  Wright  in  a  service  held 
at  the  Community  Chapel. 

27  DECEMBER:  The  First  Sunday  after  Christmas.  The  first  Baptis- 
mal service  of  the  Mission  was  conducted  by  the  Priest-in-Charge  at  the 
Cherry  Theatre. 

31  DECEMBER:  Bishop  Wright  appointed  Blount  Hamilton  Grant,  Jr. 
as  a  Lay  Reader  for  the  Mission. 

1954—  JANUARY:  Cub  Pack  No.  272,  sponsored  by  .  Saint  Christopher's 
Mission,  received  its  first  charter  with  M/Sgt.  John  Regan  as  Chair- 
man and  Mrs.  John  Regan  as  Sec.-Treas.  of  the  Pack  Committee,  Douglas 
Starr  as  Institutional  Representative,  and  George  Ganitch  as  Cubmaster. 

12  MAY:  The  Seventy-First  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina 
in  session  at  Holy  Trinity  Church  in  the  City  of  Fayette ville,  granted 
permission  to  the  Missionary  Congregation  at  Havelock  to  become  a 
Mission  Church  to  be  known  and  designated  as  Saint  Christopher's  Epis- 
copal Mission.  The  Lay  Delegate  to  the  convention  was  Capt.  Keith  W. 
Costello,  Senior  Warden  and  Ernest  T.  Dennis,  the  Alternate  Delegate. 
6  JUNE:  Whitsunday.  Ground  was  broken  for  the  construction  of  the 
Parish  House  on  the  lot  at  the  coiner  of  U.  S.  Highway  No.  70  and  Nurm 
Street.  The  Ground  Breaking  Ceremony  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  E.

The  first  Baptism  in  the  new 
building  was  conducted  by  the  Priest-in-Charge. 

1955—  10  MARCH:  The  first  teaching  mission,  which  continued  for  three  con- 
secutive nights,  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Daniel  W.  Allen. 

13  MARCH:  The  Third  Sunday  in  Lent.  The  Mission  was  host  to  the 
Diocesan-wide  meeting  of  the  District  and  Parish  Chairmen  of  the 
Builders  tor  Christ"  campaign.  The  service  was  Holy  Communion,  Con- 
iirmation  and  Sermon  with  Bishop  Wright  as  the  Celebrant  assisted  by 
the  Pnest-m-Charge.  The  sermon  was  by  the  Rev.  Daniel  W.  Allen. 
15  MAY:  Rogation  Sunday.  The  Dedication  of  the  Parish  House  and 
Memorials  and  Gifts  with  the  rfishop  of  East  Carolina,  the  Rt.  Rev.
